interest  became  pervasive.  He  went  on  to  become  a 
dealer,  researcher,  writer  — not  for  ego  or  for  money  but 
because  he  loved  the  field,  particularly  his  favorite: 
Christian  Gobrecht's  long-lived  Liberty  Seated  silver 
coins. 

With  only  a handful  of  equally  enthusiastic  friends, 
Kam  produced  the  first  issues  of  The  Cobrecht  journal, 
pouring  in  his  knowledge  and  enthusiasm.  In  1977,  after 
“endless  hours  of  pleasure  and  diversion"  he  published 
the  authoritative  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  Liberty 
Seated  Dimes,  1837-1891.  By  his  efforts  he  elevated  a 
long-neglected  series  of  coins  to  its  rightful  status  as  one 
of  our  most  beautiful  and  intriguing  series. 

Kam  had  many  high  points  in  his  numismatic  career. 
From  1975  to  1977,  for  example,  he  owned  the  finest 
known  specimen  of  the  1860-0  dime,  building  on  this 
key  coin  to  assemble  a unique  all-denomination  1860-0 
silver  set  never  before  seen.  In  1976  he  purchased  the 
only  known  1873-CC  dime  in  Uncirculated  condition;  in 
1979  he  authenticated  a previously  unknown  Liberty 
Seated  coin:  the  1870-S  half  dime. 

If  it  were  suggested  that  Kam's  deep  love  for  the 
Liberty  Seated  coinage  let  him  be  carried  away  in  his 
enthusiasm  it  should  be  added  and  emphasized  that  this 
enthusiasm,  was  both  unselfish  and  contagious.  It  was 
this  exact  quality  which  made  him  one  of  the  “prime 
movers"  in  the  hobby-industry  which  is  modern 
numismatics. 

Kam  was  a member  and  supporter  of  GENA  and  we 
are  sure  he  would  be  happy  to  know  that  portions  of  his 
extensive  personal  collection  are  being  sold  here, 
returning  his  treasured  Liberty  Seated  coins  to  his  many 
friends  and  to  new  arrivals  in  the  collecting  fraternity. 
We  are  confident  that  a matching  proportion  of  his  other 
legacy,  enjoyment,  will  also  be  distributed  to  his  fellow 
hobbyists,  stimulating  others  to  carry  through  Kam's 
motto,  "Knowledge  through  Research."

MS-67  GEM  BRILLIANT  UNCIRCULATED 

No  bag  marks,  hairlines,  or  other  evidence  of  handling  or 
contact  with  other  coins.  (Brilliant  may  be  omitted.)

Fully  struck  with  only  a bare  minimum  of  minor  abrasions. 
(Brilliant  may  be  omitted.)

(Brilliant  may  be  omitted.)

Strictly  uncirculated  with  no  evidence  of  wear,  only  a moderate 
number  of  bag  marks  on  surface.  (Brilliant  may  be  omitted.)

Bare  traces  of  friction  at  the  highest  points. 

AU-50  (About  Uncirculated) 

Traces  of  wear  on  many  of  the  highest  points.  At  least  half  of  the 
original  luster  is  present. 

CHOICE  EF-45  (Choice  Extremely  Fine) 

Light  overall  wear  on  highest  points,  all  design  details  very  sharp. 
Mint  luster  is  usually  seen  only  in  protected  areas  of  the  coin's 
surface. 

EF-40  (Extremely  Fine) 

Slightly  more  than  EF-45,  still  with  excellent  overall  sharpness. 
Traces  of  mint  luster  may  still  show.

SUPERB  GEM  CRISP  UNCIRCULATED 

A flawless  note.  Perfectly  centered  with  sharp  corners.  Full 
brightness  and  absolutely  no  handling  or  other  impairments. 
Wider  than  usual  margins. 

GEM  CRISP  UNCIRCULATED 

Bright  and  well  centered.  Full  original  crispness  with  no 
handling  or  aging.  A virtually  flawless  note. 

CHOICE  CRISP  UNCIRCULATED 

Flawless  appearance.  Close  examination  might  reveal  teller 
handling,  minute  pinholes,  or  very  light  aging.  A note  with  an 
excess  of  the  above-mentioned  defects  would  not  be  considered 
Choice. 

CRISP  UNCIRCULATED 

No  folds  or  corner  creases.  May  have  obvious  aging,  rounded 
corners,  handling  marks,  pinholes,  or  other  flaws  that  indicate 
mishandling.  A note  that  does  not  retain  full  crispness  or  appears 
starched  should  be  examined  for  processed  or  pressed-out  folds. 

ABOUT  UNCIRCULATED 

The  criteria  are  basically  the  same  as  for  Uncirculated,  but  a note 
may  have  a single  fold  or  several  small  corner  creases. 


EXTREMELY  FINE 

Two  or  three  creases  evident.  The  note  should  be  bright  and 
retain  nearly  full  crispness. 

VERY  FINE 

Notes  show  obvious  use.  May  have  several  folds  and  have 
started  to  lose  some  original  crispness.  Light  soiling  due  to 
normal  handling  is  accepted. 

FINE 

Very  little  original  crispness  evident.  Still  exhibits  original 
brightness,  but  shows  much  handling  and  soiling. 

VERY  GOOD 

May  be  soiled  and  well  worn.  All  engraved  features  clear  and 
complete.  Margins  must  be  intact. 

GOOD 

Heavily  soiled  with  no  original  color  or  body.  May  have  frayed 
margins  and  small  tears.  Engraved  features  will  be  visible  but  not 
bold.

OVER  THE  YEARS 


Commentaries  based  on  cataloging  330  sales 


The  ANA  1983  Convention  Auction  — our  330th  sale 
— is  now  history.  However,  several  of  the  events  which 
transpired  there  will  have  lasting  effects. 

Peter  Max,  the  great  artist  who  designed  the  cover  of 
our  ANA  auction  catalog,  made  a personal  appearance 
at  the  convention  and  autographed  many  of  the  posters 
available  for  sale.  These  posters  were  an  enlargement  of 
the  original  rendering  of  Liberty  which  appeared  on  the 
cover  of  the  auction  catalog.  A lithograph  of  Liberty  was 
donated  to  the  ANA  and  will  be  displayed  at  the 
association's  headquarters  in  Colorado  Springs. 

Peter  Max  was  “The  Great  Communicator”  to  the 
thousands  of  collectors  and  visitors  who  viewed  his 
inspired  creation:  he  communicated  most  effectively  the 
feelings  of  numismatists  towards  Liberty.  His  raising  the 
level  of  artistry  in  numismatic  illustration  causes  me  to 
ask  why  this  gifted  talent  in  creating  new  designs  can't 
be  utilized  for  United  States  coinage.  Augustus  Saint- 
Gaudens,  whose  designs  resulted  in  the  production  of 
our  most  beautiful  coins,  was  an  artist  and  sculptor.  One 
of  Max's  designs  has  already  been  produced  as  a United 
States  stamp.  Perhaps  he  could  become  the  first  artist  to 
design  both  a U.S.  stamp  and  U.S.  coins.  May  I suggest 
that  those  having  the  same  feeling  about  Peter  Max's 
work  write  The  Numismatist , Coin  World,  Numismatic 
News,  COINage,  Coins,  and  other  publications 
expressing  their  viewpoint. 

After  being  informed  that  I had  been  elected  to  the 
ANA  Board  of  Governors,  I felt  content  that  I would  now 
have  a greater  opportunity  to  share  my  experience  and 


the  knowledge  I have  acquired  in  my  past  half  century  in 
numismatics.  But  the  surprise  award  of  the  ANA  Medal 
of  Merit  has  deepened  my  commitment.  I will  now  give 
priority  to  numismatic  education  and  writing,  instead  of 
just  working  in  these  areas  whenever  it  is  convenient. 

Don  also  received  an  award.  He  was  voted  the  best 
columnist  in  the  nation's  numismatic  newspapers  by  the 
Numismatic  Literary  Guild.  This  award  will  help  in  his 
continuing  the  columns  in  spite  of  increasing  demands 
on  his  time. 

The  ANA  auction  proved  to  be  a revelation  in  many 
aspects.  We  had  anticipated  that  lots  would  be 
auctioned  at  the  rate  of  about  200  per  hour,  but  the 
keen  interest  and  wide  participation  of  both  collectors 
and  dealers  resulted  in  the  pace  being  slowed  to  about 
1 50  lots  per  hour.  Many  items  eventually  sold  at  three  to 
five  times  the  opening  bids. 

We  tried  to  have  as  many  catagories  represented  as 
possible.  The  "Americas”  collection  was  quite  an  eye- 
opener  to  us.  The  strength  and  participation  in  bidding 
was  amazing.  While  a few  of  the  various  series  went  at 
close  to  bargain  prices,  quite  a number  set  new  records. 

The  experimental  small  size  U.S.  note,  Lot  4217, 
opened  at  $280  and  was  bid  up  on  the  floor  to  almost 
$5,000!  While  the  note  is  unique,  it  is  difficult  to  appraise 
its  worth.  The  strength  of  collector  interest  finally 
dictated  its  value.  In  the  present,  strongly  investor- 
oriented  aspect  of  numismatics,  we  are  prone  to 
sometimes  forget  the  ultimate  consumer,  the  collector.

THE  SANTA  MONICA  COLLECTION  OF  LARGE  CENTS 


Major  collections  of  large  cents  have  rarely  been  offered 
on  the  American  auction  market  in  recent  years.  The  last 
major  offering  of  large  cents  was  at  Kagin's  1977  ANA  Sale, 
where  an  extensive  collection  belonging  to  Judge  Eberspacher 
was  sold.  In  the  Stack's  1976  ANA  Auction,  a moderate 
collection,  mostly  the  property  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts, 
was  sold.  The  other  collection  of  special  note  was  the 
Naftzger  Collection  sold  in  1973  by  New  Netherlands  Coin 
Co.,  cataloged  by  Jon  FJanson.  The  only  other  major  group 
sold  (a  specialized  selection  of  1 794  only)  was  offered  at  fixed 
prices  (the  Adams  Collection,  sold  by  Bowers  & Ruddy  in 
1982).  Kagin's  is  indeed  proud  to  have  offered  to  the  public 
two  of  the  only  four  major  large  cent  collections  sold  in  the 
past  ten  years. 

Large  cents  have  always  been  the  granddaddy  of  American 
numismatics,  and  certainly  more  has  been  written  on  this  field 
than  any  other.  There  are  many  patriarchs  of  the  hobby  such 
as  Sylvester  Crosby  who  published  a meticulous  study  of  1 793 
cents  in  1897.  Dr.  Edward  Maris  wrote  on  the  1794  cents  in 
1869,  and  many  of  the  quaint  names  he  gave  the  varieties 
then  are  still  used.  Famous  early  collectors  had  notable  large 
cent  holdings,  including  Garrett,  Hines,  Mougey,  Beckwith, 
Gilbert,  Clapp,  French,  Pearl,  Newcomb,  Sheldon,  Downing, 
Ryder  and  many  more.  Certainly  Dr.  W.  H.  Sheldon's  book 
Early  American  Cents  heralded  a whole  new  era  for  the 
hobby.  He  introduced  the  standard  grading  system  from  1 to 


70,  now  virtually  standard  in  the  hobby,  and  a rarity  scale 
from  1 to  8,  equally  universally  employed.  The  concept  of 
condition  census  as  espoused  by  Sheldon  is  widely  utilized. 

Kagin's  is  happy  to  present  this  outstanding  collection  of 
large  cents,  including  many  condition  census  pieces,  two 
proof  coins,  and  many  other  choice  specimens.  Many  of  these 
pieces  have  been  off  the  market  for  more  than  a generation, 
and  we  hope  that  some  of  the  newer  collectors  can  participate 
in  the  thrill  of  owning  a coin  previously  in  other  famous 
collections  back  to  the  turn  of  the  century.  Every  effort  has 
been  made  to  present  accurate  pedigree  on  the  coins  sold  — 
but  as  any  serious  aficionado  knows,  absolute  accuracy  on 
pedigrees  is  impossible.  With  the  diligent  and  most  expert 
cooperation  of  Del  Bland  of  Bothel,  Washington,  it  was 
possible  to  trace  back  and  improve  many  pedigrees,  and 
correct  many  subtle  errors.  Del  also  was  able  to  provide 
updated  condition  census  information  based  on  the  data  he 
provided  the  EAC  Society  over  the  years.  He  also  consulted 
with  us  on  the  grading  of  many  of  the  pieces,  since  the  grades 
of  25  years  ago  are  not  necessarily  accurate  today. 

NOTE:  Grades  used  in  this  Large  Cent  section  conform  with 
the  ANA  grading  system.

1001  1793  S-4  VF-30,  but  neatly  plugged  at  4 o'clock.  The  leaning  R 
variety.  A most  acceptable  appearing  specimen,  even  brown 
color,  minimal  edge  damage.  Few  minor  scrapes  on  lower 
obverse,  plug  is  not  visible  on  cursory  examination.  Small 
scratch  through  the  3. 

This  design  for  the  first  American  cent  by  designer  Henry  Voigt 
produced  a charming,  delicate  design  but  one  that  did  not  wear 
well  in  use.  It  was  replaced  during  the  year  with  the  more 
accepted  designs  of  Adam  Eckfeldt.  EX:  Beebe's  ANA  Auction 
August  26,  1955,  Lot  1817. 


FLOWING  HAIR,  WREATH  REVERSE  — 1793 


1002  1793  S-6  VF-25.  An  attractive  even  brown  on  a lustrous  uniform 
flan.  This  is  the  buckled  die  type,  with  well  developed  die  crack 
behind  the  head,  a thin  crack  from  the  lips  to  the  border  and 
the  break  through  TE  of  UNITED. 

To  be  precise  there  are  a few  minor  pits  in  the  flan  in  the  left 
field,  a minor  short  scratch  through  the  1 of  1793,  and  two 
minor  rim  dings.  Graded  a VF-25  in  Downing  Sale  (1952)  and 
VF-30  in  Schwartz  Sale  (1961).  EX:  Chris  Peterson:  Homer  K. 
Downing;  NNC  1952  ANA  Sale,  Lot  1620 ; Dr.  William  H. 
Sheldon:  Raymond  K.  Callo;  A.  Kosoff  Oct.  11,  1961,  Lot  5;  R.  E. 
Naftzger,  )r.;  A.  Kosoff,  privately.

1003  1793  S-8  VF-30.  An  attractive  even  light  brown  with  obverse 
beads  well  centered.  Called  the  horizontal  stem  type  due  to  the 
obverse  sprig  stem  paralleling  the  date.  Reverse  has  triangular 
bow  and  defined  die  break  from  the  first  T of  STATES  to  last  A of 
AMERICA.  Moderately  scarce  type,  rated  lower  range  R-3. 
When  previously  sold  called  Extremely  Fine  by  Mehl  — the 
reverse  is  clearly  so  but  obverse  is  in  high  VF  state.  Rim  virtually 
nick-free.  EX:  Will.  W.  Neil;  B.  Max  Mehl  lune  1947,  Lot  1804; 
Imperial  Coin  Co.  (Ben  Stack)  195 6. 


1004  1793  S-lla  VF-25,  with  some  claims  to  VF-30.  A rare  die 
combination,  now  called  R-5,  the  same  dies  as  used  on  the 
lettered  edge  type,  but  this  has  the  old  vine  and  bars  edge. 
Reverse  weak  at  bottom  as  usual,  two  minor  edge  dings.  Even 
brown  color,  and  without  the  variations  in  flan  size  or  quality 
usually  associated  with  this  coin.  Only  two  mint  state  pieces 
known.  EX:  Dr.  George  P.  French,  privately;  Coin  Galleries 
(Stack's)  1956. 


LIBERTY  CAP  — 1793-1796 


1005  1793  S-14  VG-8.  Previously  called  Fine-12.  The  famous 
bisecting  crack  type,  with  vertical  crack  from  E of  LIBERTY  to  3 
of  1793.  Liberty  is  bold,  dates  weak,  characteristic  of  die,  with 
several  shallow  scratches  through  the  date.  In  the  old  days 
always  a great  rarity  (Chapman  said  in  1913  Sargent  Sale  it  was 
the  first  he  had  sold),  but  low  grade  copies  are  around  and 
hence  a lower  range  R-5.  Ryder's  was  a VF-20  but  tooled,  T.  J. 
Clarke,  1956,  was  a VG-10.  EX:  Bonanza  Coins;  Edward  H. 
Schwartz;  Kosoff  Oct.,  196 1,  Lot  14. 


1006  1794,  Shattered  obverse,  S-23,  VF-20.  Called  standless  4 by 
Maris.  An  obvious  strong  break  from  bottom  of  pole  through 
the  jaw.  Rated  an  R-5,  and  Sheldon  notes  no  more  than  9 or  10 
Hays  18's  (this  piece)  known  above  Fine.  This  piece  partially 
marred  by  light  initials  scratched  in  the  obverse  field.  Just 
slightly  inferior  to  Adams  13  at  VF-30.  EX:  Richard  Picker; 
Edward  H.  Schwartz;  Kosoff  Oct.,  1961,  Lot  24. 


1007  1794,  the  ornate  obverse,  tailed  right  ribbon,  S-29,  VF-30,  with 
good  case  for  EF-40.  Obverse  die  breaks,  smooth  lustrous  light 
brown  with  darker  brown  highlights.  Has  the  reported  reverse 
die  break.  Slight  even  wear  with  virtually  no  handling  marks. 
EX:  Associated  Coin  Auctions,  April  1956,  Lot  543. 


1 008  1 794,  marred  field  obverse  with  long  fraction  bar,  S-3 1 , VF-20, 
near  VF-30  but  downgraded  slightly  due  to  slight  roughness  in 
obverse  field.  Light  brown  color.  Not  present  in  Adams 
Collection,  as  apparently  a suitably  pedigreed  specimen  was 
not  available.

Virtually  a dead  tie  for 
Adams  36  in  VF-30,  which  sold  for  $1,300.  Perhaps  it's  a bit 
sharper  than  the  Adams  piece,  but  has  a few  more  field  marks. 
Even  medium  brown  color  with  lighter  highlights.  Sheldon 
notes  difficulty  in  finding  above  VF.  Strong  break  through  1 7 of 
1794,  break  through  U of  UNITED,  weakly  struck  OF.  Worthy 
of  a good  bid.  EX:  " Anderson  DuPont";  Stack's  Sept.  1954,  Lot 
62;  Dorothy  Paschal;  Admiral  W.  S.  Bitler,  1960;  A.  Kosoff, 
privately.

1010  1794,  short  bust  variety,  large  berry  opposite  C on  reverse, 
S-44,  AU-50.  Virtually  a dead  tie  for  the  3rd  finest  known  (tied 
with  6 or  7 others  pieces)  fully  matching  the  Adams  37  piece 
which  sold  for  $3,750  in  1982.  A more  advanced  die  state  than 
the  Adams  coin,  but  on  a much  more  uniform  planchet.  It  is 
light  to  medium  brown  with  lighter  brown  highlights  on  the 
obverse.  Truly  a prize  coin  and  may  have  not  been  counted  by 
Sheldon.  Kosoff  notes:  “A  beautiful  even  light  brown,  acquired 
as  an  MS-60  but  will  not  quite  meet  that  grading.  Perhaps  equal 
to  the  Proskey-Hines-Sargent-ANS  AU-55.  Sheldon  knows  of  no 
MS60."  The  NNC-Naftzger  piece  in  strong  AU-55  sold  for 
$2,300  in  November  1973.  EX:  Dr.  lames  O.  Sloss;  Kosoff, 
November  1959,  Lot  17. 


101 1  1794,  Patagonian  obverse,  S-60,  VF-30.  Piece  so  named  by  Dr. 
Maris,  has  thick  hair,  close  date  and  reverse  right  ribbon  high.  A 
similarly  graded  specimen  sold  as  Adams  59  for  $1,300,  but  this 
is  vastly  superior  on  the  reverse  and  a clearly  more  desirable 
coin.  The  Naftzger  coin  in  the  1 973  NNC  offering  was  also  on  a 
rough  flan  at  VF-30.  The  Bowers  & Ruddy  McFarland  Sale  sold  a 
specimen  as  Lot  87  graded  as  EF-40  for  $1,500,  but  this 
specimen  fully  as  sharp  with  a much  superior  reverse.  For 
completeness,  the  present  piece  has  a couple  of  minor  nicks  on 
the  face  below  the  eye,  otherwise  nothing  worth  noting.  In 
medium  brown,  with  slightly  lighter  highlights.  An  absolutely 
delightful  cent.  EX:  I.  C.  Morganthau  & Co.;  Milton  A.  Holmes; 
Stack's  October  1960,  Lot  1380.

1012  1794,  the  fallen  4 variety,  S-63,  AU-50,  but  a near  case  for 
AU-55.  Liberty  is  flush  against  the  border,  Clapp  calls  this  the 
drunken  die  cutters  obverse  because  of  gross  misspacings.  This 
piece  is  virtually  identical  to  Adams  63  at  AU-55  at  $5,500  — 
maybe  an  extra  trace  of  hair  rub,  but  with  clearly  superior 
fields.  When  described  by  Bolender  called:  “ex.  fine  and  very 
nearly  uncirculated.  Beautifully  struck  with  complete  milled 
border."  Dark  black-brown  steel  color  with  some  deep  red 
mint  highlights  on  obverse  and  reverse.  Rated  an  R-3.  EX: 
Willard  C.  Blaisdell;  Henry  A.  Sternberg;  M.  H.  Bolender  Mar. 
1956,  Lot  1565  with  original  photo  illustration  attached. 


101  3 1794,  the  bisecting  die  crack,  S-68,  Fine-12.  A rare  variety  rated 
as  R-5.

We  quote  as 
follows:  "A  beautiful  cent,  second  finest  known  of  this  variety 
and  probably  the  finest  available  to  collectors,  the  top  piece 
being  in  ANS."  Natural  dark  brown  color,  well  struck  and 
centered.  This  piece  was  unknown  to  Dr.  Sheldon  when  he 
compiled  his  Early  American  Cents.  Apparently  the  information 
was  not  given  to  Dr.  Sheldon  or  it  was  mislaid  for  Penny 
Whimsey  still  does  not  list  it.  Undoubtedly  future  editions  will 
include  this  item  for  it  is,  in  Ed  Schwartz's  words,  "the  highlight 
of  the  entire  collection  and  rates  as  an  aristocrat  of  centdom." 
In  his  enthusiasm,  Schwartz  rated  this  rarity  as  XF-40.  No 
attempt  will  be  made  to  estimate  the  value  of  this  item.

die;  E of  ONE  directly  above  T of  CENT.  Very  Fine-35. 
Granularly  mottled  green  and  brown  patina,  with  the 
usual  minute  defects  characteristic  of  Boulton  & Watt 
Soho  planchets  (as  on  the  'Nichols  Find'  coins)  but  with 
no  blemishes  made  after  striking,  unless  it  be  the  slight 
and  even  wear.  Obverse  flatness  is  entirely  attributable 
to  the  severe  die  injuries,  the  obv.  showing  signs  of  at 
least  four  clashes  with  the  reverse.

C.  GOBRECHT  F.  on  base, 
stars  in  field  on  reverse.  Normal  coin  die  alignment.  Light  gray  in 
color.  A very  attractive  coin  in  terms  of  strike  and  an  almost  total 
lack  of  marks  but,  unfortunately,  it  appears  to  have  been 
chemically  cleaned  resulting  in  a pickling  appearance,  most 
notably  on  the  reverse.  There  is  also  evidence  of  two  noticeable 
streaks  of  planchet  roughness  on  the  obverse,  the  first  extending 
from  the  rim  at  7 o'clock  through  the  shield  while  the  second 
extends  from  Liberty's  left  knee,  down  her  leg  to  the  rim  under 
her  foot.  These  two  areas  appear  to  meet  at  her  knee,  suggesting 
the  possibility  a thin  piece  of  irregular  scrap  metal  was  resting  on 
the  planchet  at  the  time  of  striking.  Except  for  the  pickling  look 
already  mentioned,  the  reverse  is  exceptional,  as  close  to  a full 
strike  as  possible. 

Unquestionably,  a very  unusual  coin.  Aside  from  the  pickling  and 
planchet  roughness  on  the  obverse,  this  coin  is  exceptional, 
leaving  one  to  only  guess  as  to  why  it  was  subjected  to  a chemical 
bath  in  the  first  place.  Scarce  and  probably  worth  a generous  bid 
over  what  an  average  appearing  MS-60  would  bring.

The 
Mint  had  created  an  estimated  20  to  200  distinctly  inferior 
quality  Proofs  for  the  go-getting  Zerbe,  but  the  12  struck 
for  the  more  discriminating  Chapman  are  notably  superior 
in  quality,  with  deep  mirro  fields,  partial  cameo  contrast 
and  overall  gray-brilliant  appearance.  In  definite  contrast 
to  the  Zerbe  coins,  the  Chapman  Proofs  received  careful 
handling  at  the  Mint  and  are  virtually  free  from  disfiguring 
contact  marks  and  other  abrasions. 

Silver  dollar  researcher  Wayne  Miller  in  his  Morgan  and 
Peace  Dollar  Textbook  records  his  examination  of  four 


surviving  Chapman  Proofs  appearing  in  sales  over  the 
recent  period,  noting  particularly  their  freedom  from 
contact  marks  and  the  deep,  mellow  Proof  glow 
characterizing  all  four  coins.  “Possibly  because  of  the 
negative  attitudes  which  have  developed  in  recent  years 
toward  the  inferior  'Zerbe  Proof,'  the  prices  realized  for 
the  1921  Chapman  Proofs  have  not  been  commensurate 
with  their  true  rarity,"  Miller  notes.  He  also  states,  "This 
coin  was  minted  in  far  smaller  quantities  than  any  other 
Philadelphia  Morgan  dollar,  with  the  possible  exception  of 
the  1878  Round  Breast  Proof.  As  this  coin  becomes  more 
well  known,  its  price  should  increase  dramatically."

MAHOGANY  FINISH  UNITED  STATES 
MINT  MEDALS  - 1861-1891 

Few  areas  of  U.S.  numismatics  can  offer  the  potential  of  19th  century 
US.  Mint  medals , struck  in  high  relief  from  dies  engraved  by  the  greats 
of  coin  design  of  the  same  era:  William  Kneass,  Christian  Cobrecht, 
lames  Longacre,  lohn  Reich,  Robert  Scot,  Charles  E.  Barber  and  George 
T.  Morgan,  to  name  only  a few. 

Struck  in  pure  copper  with  repeated  blows  of  powerful  presses,  the 
medals  were  treated  with  a secret  Bronzing  Powder  and  baked  to 
produce  the  characteristic  prooflike  red-mahogany  finish  of  18 61  to 
about  1891.  This  patina  cannot  be  duplicated  today.  Mint  medals  now 
sold  are  sandblast  surface  pieces  on  real  bronze  alloy  with  a rather 
unattractive  yellow-tan  patina  wholly  unlike  the  19th  century  issues. 
Struck  in  very  small  numbers,  these  medals  are  cataloged  in  Robert  W. 
lulian’s  definitive  Medals  of  the  United  States  Mint:  the  First  Century, 
published  in  1977  by  the  Token  & Medal  Society.
